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THE RIGHT WAY BEsi 

‘The negro still continues to be the vause and 
object of controversy. Every ttgenious expediciit 
to remove him trom this field of political discussicn 
has fallod. He vexed the founders of the govern- 
ment He has hothered their children ever since, 
For him the Sonth made war. About him tle 
North has been divided duringthe war, and fs !!- 
vided to-day. A great many patriotic men of en i- 
nent talents have sought “to settle” the negro qucit 
tion, Tfiey exhaustel theie ingenuity in devistog 
their plana for settling the question. But they 
never settled it, I is always coming back agair, 
Just vs perplesing as it was bofore it was ettled — 
Tcneeds to be settled again at this time, Afr 
this experience by fallure, It seema to be judicloys 
to alopt some new method. One bas never becn 
tried. Letus try that ond now, Yel us try the 
Simplest of all; let us adopt the just way; let'vs 
treat the megro as a man, recognize his rights asa 
man, and make him equal before the Jaw with all 
othermen, We have great faith that this settlc- 
ment weald be final and that there would be ro 
future botherment about the negro. If we ‘could 
ooly persuade those who Wel a particular diszuat 
at the constant domond of this negro question for 
settlement, that the controversy would cease if tis 
plan be employed, we suppose they would he cazer 
to embrace it 

This method is the just and right one. It is tle 
tesson of political as well as moral wisdom, to le 
just and fear not. Asa question of simple justice 
this ope does not adinit of dispute. There is vo 
tenable ground for those who Jeny the right of the 
citizens of African decent to enjoy all the righis 
of the citizen, Some black meu satisfy every con: 
dition that can be required for the exercise of tlie 
rights of citizenship. This is undeniable. The 
fact sbows the capacity of the race, The act of 
waking merely color the badge of political disalil- 
ity Is one of Magrant injustice, The majority of the 
negrocs in the country are the natives of the soil, — 
They have \he same natural rights that 
any white men have. By what right, or color of 
right, does the white man assume to deprive thé 
black of his rights, to. deny his claims to partici- 
pate in the establishment and the administration of 
the government which we all assert “ exists by the 
consent of the governed.” No peréou of African 
descent chall possess the rights of the citizen, has 
been the practical rule in the slaye States, in the 
ast few years, There would bo equal justice m de 
claring-thut all pereovs of French descent, or Jew- 
ish descent, or avy other, should not have the rights 
of citizens: Logically, in accordayce with the prit- 
ciple of our government, merely 93 an act of jus 
tice, the negro ought to be a citizen, upg the same 
terms as the white man, 

It is most expedient to adopt the right wus 
a{ this time. Itis easier and cheaper to permit 
man to take care of himself, to maintain and de- 
fend himself, than to maintain aud defend him. 
One of the two things must be done, The negro 
must be protected or must be allowed to protect 
himself, Give bim his rights and let him take care 
of himself. Give im his rights and white men are 
discharged of all care of him, There will be noth- 
ing for them to do for hia, This will be a great re- 
lief.’ This way is politic, also, im) th 
the future condition of the southern 


ised population in those States now.— 
vere are whipped rebels,’ still contumaéious iit 
it; the poor whites; aud the blacks, Of the 
tliree classes, tho blacks have alwaya been unque:- 
madly loyal to the governuent. They have been 
intelligently faithful (o its cause. ‘They have served 
it with diligence ond courage when danger con: 
frouted them. Insthe present condition of affairs 
in the south, can we afford to alienate this ¢lasé of 
people They have saved the govermeat, in the 
opinion of its chief magistrate, lately killed for fhis 
devotion to it It seems to be to the last degree 
iipolitic to excite the bitter enmity of a large por 
tion of this class and to depress’ the rest, so that 
the government will get no support trom, either, 
Thore are millon, perhaps, of loyal men among 
‘They present the claims of justice and of 
gratitude due them for the recognition of their 
rights, If these be denied, the denial would be a 
transgression of the plain rules of justice and good 
faith, ‘The men who will deoy their claims would 
prove anew that the way of the transgressor is 
hand, Sach obyious wrong and impoti 
bring good resulta, 

The recognition of the right of the blacks as citi- 
zeus in the south would be the restoration of a cov- 
dition which existed originally in most of the States 
nthe Constitution was adopted. It is not 
really sometting new that is proposed now, but that 
a disused law be revived. There was only one State 
in the Union which In the early age of the Republic 
denied the Fght of suffrage to the blacks, That 
que is the aristocratic State of South Carolipa, 
whose people uever roted for President, and have 
the infamous distinction of once attempting rebel- 
Yion egainst the government and again of inaugura- 
tiog war against It, The original constitutions of 
Moryland, Virginia, North Carolina, Georgia and 
Tennessee did not make a discrimination betweeu 
men on account of color. Negroes were accounted 
citizens in them like white men, provided they were 
trea This disfrapchisement of the negroes is the 
spawn of slavery, There arv po slaves now, save in 
4 State or two. No necessity compels the denial of 
the rights of colored men, We may get back at

Dip Hy on Dios'r He {—The covtroversy about 
what Wesprit Pumurs said’ concerning repudia- 
tioa when hie discussed the question of negro suf- 
frage, in the New England Anti-Slayery Convention, 
s lively and entertaining os the one formerly had 
about the genuineness of a pretended Bourbon. 
The more this question concerning Puitures’ state-

‘Trovmen are not few in the North who have a 
Alioig convielion that both justice and sound policy 
demand the enfranchisement of the blacks df the 
southern States, Those who have this conyiction 
‘tre not confined to the northern States, The ques 
tion will be pressed home to the mind and con- 
science of the nstion, ull the reasonable clams of 
the colored men will be acknowledged and the 
fandamental principles of the Declarotion of Inde- 
pendence be the practical rule in regulating the 
rights of citizenship, ‘This just, democratic, right, 
way, is the direct, peaceful, safe and sure way toa 
“settlement.” Probably this perguasion will hot 
be generally reached without further stumbling aud 
vexation and agitation. Bat, be sure permanent 
peace, agreement, “ settlement!’ will not be attained 
Ul this right way be adopted.

1865." ‘The monument st Grovertan is similar in 
its proportions, bearing the Inscription, “To, 
the memory of the patriots who fell at Grover 
tov, August 29, 1862" ‘The excursion party, 
which proce: from Washington by extra 
train to ‘Fairfax, Station, was quite 1 
The conniry through which the ¢xcursionists 
passed still beare the sad marks of war, notwith- 
tanding the luxuriont. growth of vegetation which 
seems striving to hide the scars and unsightly 
wrecks made fn the last four years, From Alexan- 
dria to the battlefield is one wide area of desoln- 
tion. A few decrepit houses and leaning chimneys 
are all that remain of the once pleasant village of 
Fairfax Court-house, Ceptrevile is even more deso- 
late, ‘The vieinity of Bull Run would, écarcely be 
recognized ax a battle-ficld. rour years have oblit- 
erated nearly all the marks of struggle, aud the 
relic hucter only now and then finden the grass a 
memento of the event. Tho battlefield of Grov 
ton, two miles beyond, towards’ Worrentown,” is 
mote distinctly marked with traces of battle, Here 
the shot and shell are, thickly strewn, and tbe trees 
sre splintered, ‘The bones of the soldiers of both 
armies are scattered over the ficld7, and many 
skulls are to be fotind, ‘The jdedicatory exercises 
ou both tields were ‘similar, collaisting of prayer by 
Rey, Dr. MeMurdy, reading of a hymn (written by 
the post Picrpont, ind a inilitary parade.

1 white population of 689,000. In 1860, North 
Carolina cast 96,000 votes for President, of which 
45,000 vere for the Union candidates. Out of thse 
0,000 votes, it is said, on good authority, that there 
are not 6,000 men who awn estates worth $20,000 
aud upwards, while there are 10,000 who own cs. 
tates ranging ‘betrreen 810,000 and $20,000, and 
$30,000 who own’ property worth between $5,000 
and’ $10,000, ‘These 40,000. voters will have a 
yoico in the formation of the Convention ; and it is 
said by persons from that State that the new Con: 
stitution to be formed by the Convention will con- 
tain a provision for the gradual removal from the 
State of all colored persons. 

The political parties of North Carolina ia now 
are of thtee kinds—the Unfonists, or loyallsts (rad- 
ically and unconditionally so), the so-called conser- 
vatives and the secessionists or rebels. «The latter, 
of course, have no political power outside of their 
personal influence on the individuals of the other 
classes.

At the annual meetjog of the American Baptist 
Home Mission Society, recently ‘beld at St. Louls, 
Mo., a commitice on the state of the country, of 
which, Rey, Dr. IL ©. Fish, of Newark, N. J., was 
chairman, presented the following important report, 
which was unsnimotisly adopted by that large an

Resolved, That wo should be false, both to pa- 
triotism and to Christianity, were we to withhold 
the utterance of our joy in many thanksgivings to 
God, who hus deffverod us from the fearful life.
